To ASAHI . the appointment of OGATA came as an unexpected development. While it 
agreed in general with Mainichi that "inner circle influence" is still. strong, it 
thought OGATA'S appointment "enlarged the scope" of the Cabinet because of his 
wide experience as a journalist and politician outside the Liberal Party. The 
daily wondered if he can "adjust the complicated and difficult relations be-
